IN A RELIGIOUS vein, Rabbi 
Moshe Avigder Amiel, the late 
Ashkenazi chief rabbi of Tel Aviv, 
expressed: the same thought in 
discussing the connection between 
Pessah, which is also called the 
Spring Festival, und Shavuot, the 
Festival of the Giving of the Tora, 
also called the Festival of the First 
Fruits 

On Pessah, he said, we celebrate 
our Nowering 85 8 free, independent 
entity, On Shavuot, we celebrate 
our “first fruit" as such an entity, 
the recciving of the Tora. 
“Flowers,*’ Amiel said, ‘are 
wonderful to behold. but they do 
not nourish and sustain. The Exodus 
from Egypt wos only a means: the 
Purpose and goal was the Tora." 

The Tora itsetf reports Moses’ 
command to Pharaoh in God's name 
(Ex. 7:16): “Let My Peuple go so 
they may serve Me.” Nat “Let My 
people go se they may have seli- 
determination for the sake of self- 
determination,” but for the Purpose 
of serving Gui. 

All these thoughis anticipate the 
point made by Frankl as follows: 
“Freedom threatens to degencrate 
into arbitrariness unless it is lived in 
terms of responsibleness, 

According tw Finkelstein, the 
purpose with which the [srieltites 
informed their liberation From 
Egyptian bondage was “permanent 
self-dedication to the principle of 
universal freedom as the essential 
prerequisite for spiritual growth."'

universalist terms 33 centuries ago. 
But Pessuh did come to have 
universal significance — if not as a 
result of having been expressly 
defined thus, then because of the 
Way the Tora and its elaborators, 
the Talmudic sages, command the 
Jews to celebrate their ancient birth 
to freedom and nationhood both 
intellectually and existentially. 

An especially cogent example of 
this is the large number of Precepts 
Jews are bidden to observe because 
they were slaves or Strangers in 
Egypt, or as a reminder af that 
episode in Jewish history. 


AT THE SEDER, we tread in the 
Haggada the injunction from 
Talmud tractate Pessahim L16b: 
“In every generation, cach person 
isto see himself as having personally 
come out of Egypt. as it is said (Bx. 
30H), ‘And you shall tell your son 
on that day, “Because of what Gad 
did for nie when J came out of 
Egypt." Fur the Blessed Holy One 
did not deliver onty our ancestors, 
but delivered us along with them, us 
it is said (Deut. 6:33), ‘And He 
heaught rs out of there..." 
Maimonides expands 
underscares this 


and 
dramatic 


injunction, In his Afishne Tora, 
“Laws of Hametz and Matza" 7:4, 
he writes: ᾿ 


“ss@ach person is to show (not 
merely “see") himself as having 
Personally just been liberated from 
Egyptian bondage, as it is said, ‘And 
He brought us out of there," on 
account of which the Blessed Holy 
One has commanded in the Tora 
(Deut. 5:15), ‘And you shall 
remember that you were a slave in 
Egypt’ ~ that is, consider yourself as 
if you personally were a slave, you 
Personally went forth to freedom, 
you personally were emancipated..." 


The last biblical passuge cited by 
Maimonides appears five times in 
the Tora. 


‘THE FIRST TIME is in the second 
version of the Deculogue, in the 
cammaridment ta observe Shabbat, 
Where we are told (Deut. $:12-15); 
“athe seventh day is Shabbat of 
God. your god; you shal do no 
work - nether you, nor your son or 
daughter, your slave ur maid, your 
OX, YOUF ass oF any of your caltle, or 
the Stranger living antong you, 50. 
that your slave and maid May rest as 
you do. And you shall {or: So. that 
you will) remember that yOu Were a 
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slave in Egypt, and God, your god, 
took you out of there..." 

Jews and everyone living in their 
midst -- kin and stranger alike, free 
person and slave, Jew and non-Jew, 
human being and beast -- are to 
share in the weekly Shabbat 
emancipation ordained by God. 

The second time isin Deut. 15:15, 
after we are told -- as people who 
had been slaves in a strange land -- 
how to treat the Jewish poor and 
slaves. 

The third time is in Deut. 16:12, 
following a number of details about 
the Pessah and Shavuot 
observances, where, furthermore, 
we are told: “You shall rejoice 
before God, your god ~ you, your 
sons and daughters and slaves and 
maids, the Levites in your localities 
and the strangers, orphans and 
widows living among you...” 

The fourth and fifth times are in 
Deut. 24:18 and 23, Here, the 
injunction cach time follows a list of 
social, penal ind ethical laws. These 
include the death penalty for 
kidnappers; paying a day labourer -- 
Jew ot pentie — his day's wiges 
before sunset; ju fo stringers, 
urplins and widows; leaving for the 
fatter ας groups the forgotten 
swathe of one’s freshly reaped field, 
fhe olives left’ on ‘one's freshly 
beaten olive trees and the urapes left 
On one’s just-stripped vines. 


THE ABOVE ARE only a few of 
the several dozen ritual, sovial and 
ethical laws the ‘Tora commands us 
ἂν at reminder of our original status 
as staves and aliens and the 
observance of which indicates that 
that experience taught us right 
behaviour. An explicit one: “You 
shall not oppress a stranger, for you 
know the feeling of the stranger, 
having yourselves been Strangers in 
Egypt" (Ex. 23:9), Or; “The 
Stranger residing with you shall be to 
you as une of your citizens; you shall 
love him as yourself, because you 
were aliens in Egypt" (Lev. 19:34), 

We are to keep honest weights 
and measures because God, who 
took us out of Egypt, has 
commanded us to do so (Deut. 
19:36). ᾿ 

The Purpose of many ritual 
Precepts is to elevate and sanctify 
us, because God, who took us out 
of Egypt, wishes us to be holy (Lev. 
11:45; 22:33). 

The God who delivered us fom 
bondage and alienhaod did So for a 
Purpose: that we should be a model 
of sanctity and Menschlichkeit, 


HERE IS A remarkable. 
commandment (Deut, 23:8):

JUDAISM, HOWEVER, like life 
itself, is dialectical, leaving 
ritual, legal and moral questions to 
be resolved according to the 
particular circumstances in which 
they are confronted. For examiple, 
the Midrash Abakir and Talmud 
tractate Sanhedrin 39b tell us: 

“When God was about to drown 
the Egyptians, Uzza, the guardian 
angel of Egypt, pleaded with God: 
‘Master of the universe, You 
created the world by the quality of 
mercy; why do You wish to drown 
my children?’ 

“So God summoned the entire 
evenly Court and said to them: 
‘Decide between Me an ἯΙ 
guardian angel Uzza. Mt Egypt's 

“The guardian angels of all the 
nations spoke up in Egypt's defence. 

“Seeing this, Michael. the 
guardian angel of the Jewish People, 
Signalled to the angel Gabriel, whe 
Promptly went down to Egypt. 
temoved a brick with the mud 
containing the body of a Jewish 
infant whom the Egyptians hud 
placed inside the structure to fill and 
reinforce it, and brought it before 
God, saying: ‘Master of the 
Universe, this is how they enslaved 
Your children." 

“Thereupon God decided 
according to the quality of justice. 
and drowned the Egyptians in the 
sea. 

“At this, the ministering angels 
began to sing. But the Blessed Holy 
One said to them: ‘How dare you 
come serenading Me when My 
creatures are drowning in the 
sea?}"" 

That God reprimanded the angels 
fepresents the view of one of the 
Talmudic sages. In Sanhedrin and 
again'in tractate Megilla 10a, where 
the above encounter between God 
and the angels is reported as proof 
that God does not rejoice over the 
downfall of His enemies, another 
one-man view is brought: “God 
does not rejoice, but He enables 
others to rejoice.” 


THIS IS NOT what our generation 
Tefers to as “situational ethics”; itis 
not ethical or moral relativity, 
meaning that all standards are of 
equal value, which implies that no 
standards are of any value. It simply 
means that certain circumstances 
require us to behave in such 8 
manner as to survive to continue 
Struggling to adhere to those 
absolute values, 

‘The Talmudic sages teach us one 
such value in a discussion that 
immediately precedes [πὲ 
confrontation they imagined 
between God and the angels 
concerning the drowning of the 
Egyptians: 

God created only one first human 
being, Adam, for two reasons. One 
was to keep peace among mankind, 
So that one person should not be 
able to say to his fellow, “My father 
Was greater than your father.” The 
second was to show God's own 
greatness: Man produces many coins 
from one die, and they are all 
identical; the King of Kings, the 
Blessed Holy One, on the other 
hand, has stamped all human beings 
with the dic Aden, yet none 
them locks exactly like his fellow. 

And the difference between 
human beings is Something which, in 
Judaism, calls for a benediction: 
“Blessed art Thou, O God, our god. 
king of the universe, for varying Thy 
creatures.” D 
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essah is inextricably linked with our de- 
liverance from Egyptian bondage 
through Divine intervention, But even in 
later years, Pessah continued to be a focal 
int of national and religious revival. Its 
remembrance and observance had coniempo- 
uences. 
"he Bible (II Kings 21-22; II Chronictes 34- 
35) records such a revival in the time of King 
Josiah, one of the last kings of Judah, who 
reigned from 628 to 609 BCE. He led the 
teshuva movement of his day, reconstituting 
the Temple service, fighting idolatry, and me- 
ticulously observing Pessah. In {1 Chron. 
35:18: “No Passover like it had been celebrat- 
ed in Israel since the days of the Prophet 
Samuel; none of the kings of Israel had kept 
such a Passover as Josiah kept... 

Yet at the height of his prestige he went out 
to fight an Egyptian army, and was killed. Just 
as the culminating event of the original Pessah 
included an Egyptian debacle and the emer- 
gence of the Jews to peoplehood, so Josiah's 
Pessah preceded his own defeat at the hands 
of the Egyptians and, not too long afterwards, 
the end of Judah's independence. 


MANY COMMENTATORS have tried to 
come to grips with the spectacle of a good king 
coming to a bad end. Rashi says that Josiah 
did not deserve the tragic fate that befell him. 
Some use the incident to point out that bad 
things do happen to good people, and such is 
the way of the world. Others say that the 
people had carned their fate, because they 
had not responded to Josiah’s religious re- 
forms. However, there are other possibilities. 
The account of Josiah's end in I] Chron. 
evokes a sinister association. We are told that 
Josiah “hitapess” -- disguised himself -- before 
going into the battle in which he was fatally 
wounded by an archer. His fate is identical to 
that of Ahab (I Kings 22:29-36), one of the 
wickedest kings of Israel. Is the author of 
Chronictes suggesting that Josiah was as evil 
as Ahab? There are certainly enough similar- 
ities in the descriptions of the way the two men 
died to provoke the moral comparison. Where 
did Josiah go so wrong? ᾿ ν 
When we compare Josiah with King Hez- 
ekiah, who ruled Judah a century earlier, we 
see that here, too, there are many parallels. 
Hezekiah was also a religious reformer who 
was inspired to revive the Pessah service in 
Jerusalem. After each man has carried out his 
reforms, a foreign power invades. Hezekiah 
faces the dreaded Assyrians from the north, 
Josiah faces the Eygptians. Hezekiah is mirac- 
ulously saved — Josiah perishes. £ 
One reason for these differing outcomes lies 
in the nature of their respective military chal- 
lenges. Hezekiah faced an atlack against his 
kingdom; Josiah was not threatened: the 
Egyptians were only passing through to help 
the Assyrians against the rising Babylonian 
power and Josiah went out to challenge them. 
In short Hezekiah fought a war of necessity. 
while Josiah fought a war of choice. 
But Chronicles adds an important detail to 
the historical account not mentioned in Kings. 
Pharaoh himself, before the battle, gave Josi- 
ah a warming: ἢ ᾿ 
“What business do you have with me, King 
of Judah? Ε have no quarrel with you today, 
only with those with whom J am at war; and 
God ordained that I shall be sped on my way, 
So stop meddling with God, who is with me, or 
He will destroy you.” 


A STUDY of Josiah's military tactics com- 
Pounds the problem. His campaign was a clas- 
sic of military folly. Chaim Herzog and Mor- 
i Gihon point out in Battles of the Bible 
that Josiah could have ambushed the Egyp- 
tinns at the Irran Pass traversing the Carmel 
range. The Egyptians had marched north via 
the Coastal Plain, and were clearly posing no 
direct threat to Judah. Moreover, Josiah could 
have waited until the Egyptian army had re- 
turned from its battles to the north. Defeated 
or victorious, it would have been weakened to 
some extent, and would therefore have been a 
more promising target. ᾿ 
Instead, Josiah took on Pharaoh in the rela- 
tively open country of Megiddo Vale, where 
any Egyptian superiority in numbers could be 
more effectively deployed. Herzog and Gihon 
term this strategy “audacious.” In view of the 
Outcome, foolhardy might be a better word. 
"One can argue that Josiah was incompetent 
88 a military commander. In view of the ruling 
skills he had already displayed, and the lack of 
ny opposition to his battle plan, this is unlike- 
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THE PROBLEM with this sort of outlook is 
that the Almighty is reduced to an automatic 
reward-giving machine. God hus no freedom 
of choice. Man performs the sitzvot, and he 
inevitably lives happily ever after. Gad is not 
free to renege on his promises. ᾿ 

Remember how God chooses to warn Josi- 

uh nol to fight the Egyptians. He conveys the 
warning through Pharaoh, and does not tell 
Josiah directly. In this procedure, we see a 
hint that perhaps the king of Judah was not 
considered worthy of receiving the Divine 
message at first hand. : ᾿ 

More importantly, Josiah is being given a 
lesson about God's freedom. God is saying 
that he cannot he controlled by the obser- 
vance of the Tora. Though Josiah had demol- 
ished idols, restored the Temple service to its 
proper place and fully observed the Pessah he 
could not control Ged. God can even speak 
through Pharaoh, the alle of slavery and 
oppression, if He so chooses. 

"lista .evidently did not believe that Pha- 
rah could be telling the truth, and paid dearly 
for his mistake. It is noteworthy that his death 
wus in complete contrast to Hulda’s prophecy. 
The king did not die in peace and in his defeat 
he witnessed the beginning of the end of his 
kingdom. ‘This shows that the Bible views 
God's promises as mutable, ‘They are a shicht, 
not a sword, and the Almighty reserves the 
right to alter the Divine plan as He thinks fit. 

Some 30 centuries later, wnother famous 
leader - expressed himself more wisely on the 
subject. In 1865, the United States was com- 
ing to the close of its own Pessah, its deliver- 

ance from slavery. The slavery this time wus a 
self-imposed curse, and the deliverance was a 
much more drawn-out and bloody affair than 
the Exodus had been for the Children of Isra- 
el. By March, the battle was as good as won, 

and President Abraham Lincoln, delivering 

his second inaugural address, might have been 

forgiven for rejoicing that God had proved to 

be on his side. Instead, he came up with the 
flowing words: ᾿ 

νὰ τ (sides) read the same Bible, and pray 
ta the same God, and each invokes His aid 
against the other. It may seem strange that any 
man should dare to ask a just Ged's assistance 
in wringing the bread from the sweat of other 
men’s faces, but ict us judge not, that we be 
not judged. The prayers of both could not be 
answered, That of neither has been answered 
fully. The Almighty has His own purposes. 

THIS PASSAGE shows that Lincoln had a 

better grasp of reality than Josiah. Lincoln

Another factor was the historical example 
set by Hezekiah. It is impossible to know to 
what extent Josiah modelled his reforms on 
those of his predecessor. It is, however, un- 
likely that he had forgotten that Hezckiah’s 
actions had been followed by Diving deliver- 
ance.

WHEN IRANIANS and frani- 
an-born Israclis gather te cely- 
brate the Passover seder, they 
perform the same rituals as Jews 
worldwide. But during their 
2,500-year history in fran, 
they've added some distinctive 
customs to the ceremony. Esther 
Kanka Shkalim, manager of the 
Centre of Jewish Community 
Heritage at δ ἄγοι Museum re- 
Jates a number of traditions: 

O After returning home from 
synagogue, families grect each 
other with: “Sad sal be’in satha 
chub beresid” - Farsi for “We 
hope you'll have 10U good 
years.” 

D Unlike other communities, 
where the feader alone recites 
the Haggada, in Iran, each par- 
ticipant follows, chanting a sec- 
tion by heart while holding three 
matot. 

O To the section in the Hag- 
gada ending: “This year we're in 
the diaspora and next year we'll 
be in Israel as a free people,” 
tong-downtrodden Iranian Jews 
add in Farsi rhyme, “and all ene- 
mies of Israel will go blind.”

CAIRO -- STARING out in regal 
sllence over the desert for some 
4,500 years, the Sphinx has shaken 
the archeological community with a 
series of alarming messages, 

Early last month, the statue with 
the head of a pharaoh and the body 
of a reclining lion threw off from its 
right shoulder a chunk of stone the 


_ size of an oil drum. Before the echo 


of that fall had died, the top archeol- 
ogist in Egypt, Dr. Ahmed Kadry, 
was dismissed from his post as chair- 
man of the Egyptian Antiquities Or- 
ganization. Dr. Kadry himself had 
been elevated to the post seven 
years ago, when the Sphinx shed 
another piece of stone and his pre- 
decessor was sacrificed in atone- 
ment by the government. Since last 
month’s rockfall, new cracks have 
been discovered on the Sphinx’s 
shoulder. 

Beyond its direct effect on the 
archeological hierarchy, the crum- 
bling of the monument has come to 
symbolize the deterioration gripping 
many of Egypt’s archeological trea- 
sures. Within a single generation,. 
time has caught up with pyramids, 
temples and statues whose builders 
had succeeded for thousands of 
years in their aim of creating monu- 
ments that defied mortality. 

The construction of the High 
Dam at Aswan, which has raised the 
country's underground water table, 
and the development and pollution 
accompanying the country’s popula- 
tion boom have τῷ Ἂν to bring out 
ominous wrinkles jn- these ancient 
structures, as if some elixir of youth 
has suddenly begun to evaporate. 

“All the monuments in the coun- 
ty will collapse within 200 years 
unless Egypt and the international 
community moves quickly to save 
them,” says Zahi Hawass, director 
of the pyramid area and περ οοίσεν, 
adviser to Culture Minister Farou! 
Hosni. Among the most endangered 
monuments are temples at Luxor on 
the Upper Nile, one of the principal 
archeological sites in the country. 

Hawass excludes from his timeta- 
ble the pyramids themselves, whose 
massiveness and stable construction 
should enable them, he believes, to

While the stones for the pyra- 
mids were carefully chosen for their 
durability, even if this meant haul- 
ing them great distances from the 
uarries, the stone from which the 
hinx was carved is mostly soft and 
given to erosion. 


“I'VE OFTEN wondered why they 
chose such a lousy stone for the 
Sphinx after going through hell to 
get proper stones for the pyramids,” 
says Dr. Omar E!-Arini, a chemist 
serving on the inter-disciplinary 
committee set up to advise on its 
restoration. . 

‘The monument's vulnerability to 
wind and sand was recognized 
shortly after its construction in the 
Old Kingdom period, about 2500 
BCE, when a oat made up of 
stone blocks was laid along part of 
its flanks as protection. A more ex- 
tensive restoration project was un- 
dertaken a thousand years later -- 
the so-called Middle Kingdom peri- 
od — and again during the Roman 
period, ‘another 1,500 years later, 
when the casing of limestone blocks 
was extended. 

Several restorations have been 
carried out since the 1920s, the most

These siege conditions 
Prompted articles in The New York 
Times and other papers abroad stat- 
ing that Jerusalem's 106,000 Jewish 
inhabitants faved starvation: “Bread 
is rationed to a quartet of a loaf per 
person daily and there is littte meat, 
poultry, fish, milk, butter, egas or 
vegetables for the ordinary public,” 
wrote the Times, adding, “even chil- 
dren ace going hungry." 

Tet Aviv was a different story. On 
April 8, announcements were pub- 
fished to the effect that every ration- 
card bearer would be entitted to 
three kilograms of potatoes, with 
the possibility of more to come. 
Matza was available to the poor, 
and 10 days before Passover at a 
store opened ui 42 King George 
Street in Tel Aviv, matza was sold to 
people who had valid ration-cards 
for sugar. 

Practically every local newspaper 
carried ads from companies such as 
Ardi, Shemen and Yitzhar with cer- 
tification by different rabbis that the 
roducts were kosher for Passover.

THE JERUSALEM 


Thirty days before 
Passover, according 
to tradition, one is 
supposed to be in- 
volved with prepara- 
tions of a spiritual and 
physical nature. But 
40 years ago, condi- 
tions in the country 
were so tense — aspe- 
cially with the with- 
drawal of the British 
only a.month away — 
that Jews in Palestine 
were not sure that the 
holiday, due on.

mains, added some powdered milk 
and powdered egg and scrambled up 
a delicious little dish." 

Porath attended two seders 40 
years ago, both on the same eve: 
ning. The first was held in Rehavia 
and is described in her book in a 
letter dated April 24: 

“It was a wonderful evening,” she 
wrote,"‘a huge full moon floating in 
8 bathtub of blue, with little spar- 
klers of stars hovering close by. The 
Mediterranean sky defies descrip- 
Won... at eye level, all this beauty is 
silhouetted against stark earthy rock 
and rugged hills.” 

She and het friend Yehuda, who 
hud invited her to the seder, walked 
from her apariment in Kiryat 
Moshe, “experiencing unexpected 
quiet... not a shot te be heard the’ 
whole way.” ‘As they walked, they 
grevied “mutual-friends, sang foud- 
ly and waved to people on‘ their 


balcunies waiting for guests.” ‘The. 


main guests in town were 100 drivers 


who had brought the fast pre-Pass- - 
over convay inte Jerusalem. They - 
were separated from their own fam- 
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lem. Nutritionists had discovered 
that mallow had highly edible prop- 
erties, whether raw or cooked, and 
it soon became a popular dish. To 
Zippy, the Aaroser tasted just like 
mortar. 

The afikoman was placed in a 
napkin, its ends tied in a knot, and 
passed to each person at the table, 
who in turn slung it over a shoulder 
and held it there to symbolize the 
way the Jews carried their belong- 
ings out of Egypt. When it fell into 
the hands of one of the children, it 
miraculously disappeared and was 
only forfeited against the promise of 
ἃ book. 

Leaving early, Zippy and Yehuda 
walked on a route which took them 
away from the Generali Building 
which was a regular hotbed of gun- 
fire, When she arrived home in Kir- 
yat Moshe, it was still early, so she 
decided to walk over to the home of 
Prof. and Mrs. Louis Guttman in 
the Hamekasher neighbourhood 
nearby. 

There the seder festivities were 
still underway. : 

“Professor Guttman was using 
the Reconstructionist Haggada and ἃ 
number of American students were 
present. They even had a chicken,” 
Zippy recalled, “smuggled into Je- 
rusalem by a convoy driver. He had 
offered it to another family who had 
rejected it because they weren't sure 
it was kosher." 


IN MEA She’arim, 1948 was no dif- 
ferent than any other year. The

oath to the Hagana. (“Mostly we 
patrolled.” Bea remembers today.) 

In February 1948, their daughter 
Dorit was born at the Hadassah 
Hospital on Mount Scopus. Since 
the access roads to the hospital were 
at times blocked by the Arabs, Bea 
and her baby daughter stayed in the 
hospital 10 extra days, to ensure that 
they would not be ambushed. 

“I vividly recall the seder on that 
Friday night in April at our house. 
We had invited other Atlantans, 
Frieda and Dave Macarov [now 
Prof. David Macarov], another cou- 
ple and a single fellow whom we had 


met at the university. We each Fromm the Horev Haggada 1948, for those 


brought something so by pooling, 
we had special fare for the seder. 
Bea recalls the menu -- “two carrots, 
some matza, three potatoes, wine 
and 100 grams of frozen meat” — and 
then adds, “What a unique feeling it 
was to celebrate the festival of free- 
dom, living with the hope that our 
own homeland would soon be inde- 
lent.” A few days after Israel 
became a state, Jerry became one of 
the first pilots in the Israel Air 
Force. ᾿ ‘ 
The military outpost in Yemin 
Moshe was the site of a dramatic 
seder attended, among others, by an 
enterprising reporter named Malka 
Raymist. Raymist was covering Je- 
rusalem during this tumultuous peri- 
od and was determined to be with 
Jewish troops for the seder. She 
pulled strings -- going through an ex- 
Air Force Jewish chaplain, an ex- 
army chaplain, the head of the Me- 
norah Club for ex-servicemen — 
which eventually led her to the dis- 
trict Hagana headquarters. There, 
after a number of phone calls, she 
got a signed pass permitting her to 
enter Yemin Moshe. Completely 
surrounded by Arab and British 
quarters, it had become a Jewish 
stronghold for Hagana soldiers. — 
After filing her last story on Fri- 
day evening at the Public Informa- 
tion Office just off King David 
Street, she crossed over to 8 British 
sentry post, had her passed checked 
and walked on toward the windmill. 
At an unmanned roadblock, she 
shouted aloud, but when no one an- 
swered she slid under the barbed 
wire. Only then did a soldier appear 
to check her pass and clear her en- 
trance. As they made their way 
through a trench, they had to duck 
quickly when shots whizzed by their 
heads, 


Finally, after walking through 
winding streets and through build- 
ings with large, gaping holes, she 
and her escort got to the command 
post. After quizzing her briefly, the 
commander welcomed her. Arriving 
at the seder, they saw a long table 
set with a white tablecloth, matzot 
and flowers. There were many bot- 
tles of wine, mostly gifts from Jeru- 
salem inhabitants to the frontline 
Yemin Moshe neighbourhood. 

The soldiers began to arrive — Ori- 
entals, Germans, Poles and Hungar- 
ians. The few remaining Yemin 

’ Moshe civilian residents appeared, 
Including a patriarchal figure with a 
long white beard, dressed in a fes- 
tivé robe that contrasted with all the 
khaki uniforms. The seder had a 
flavour all its own, “full of merri- 

- ment despite the place and time, 
according to Raymist. Between Hag- 
gada selections a violinist played, 
adding an unusual touch. With pa- 
triarchal grace, the old Yemin 
“Moshe resident blessed all 

. assembled. ᾿ 
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serving in Jerusalem. 


THE TRADITIONAL Four Sons 
had their own personification in the 
soldiers present: the intellectual, the 
quarrelsome, the malingerer and 
the one who cannot ask questions, 
Each one had a turn, the highbrow 
using only very long words, the ail- 
ing one complaining of every possi- 
ble disease -- including those of 
sheep and plants. 

Between the third and fourth cups 
of wine, the phone rang. The com- 
mander grabbed it and called for 
silence. As soon as he hung up, he 
announced, “Twenty men -- outside 
with me." Grabbing their rifles, 
they left quickly. Soon the firing 
began in earnest and then slowly 
subsided, One by one the soldiers 
returned, and as they sat down, ain- 
other bowl of hot soup was brought 
to cach one. 

After everyone had eaten, the 
commander made a speech, as un- 

forgettable today as when it was first 
made: 


“We now are celebrating our lib- 
crution from the Egyptian yoke. But 
at the same time, we are fighting to 
liberate ourselves and our country 
from other yokes. The odds are 
against us,” he stressed. ‘Have no 
illusions. ‘The worst is yet to come. 
When Moses led the Isractites out of 
Egypt, and saw what rotten human 
material he had on his hands, he 
decided to get rid of it by remaining 
with them for 40 years in the desert 
and Jetting them die out. 

“However,” he continued, echo- 
ing the Passover message that was 
heard throughout the country that 
yeur, "Moses had time. We have no 

time -- only a few weeks. And we 
must do our utmost right now. Have 
nu illusions. Be prepured for the 
worst. Be prepared to give every- 
thing. We are fighting for a better 
future. We ure fighting the final bat- 
tle τὸ free ourselves forever from ail 
yokes. We are fighting for a Jewish 
State.” ᾳ

WHEN SEDER night fjnally rolls 
around, there is a tendency to suffer 
from the delusion that there can be 
nothing more to clean, nothing left 
to buy, and no more need tu cuak. 
By the following morning, the eu- 
Phoria lifts. Things are getting dirty 
again and food has been consumed. 
Yes, Mrs. Cohen, there is house- 
work after Pessal. 

Those stubborn stains which 
didn't come out in the pre-holiday 
cleaning frenzy - and the new wine 
Stains on the seder tablecloth - will 
probably succumb to a new-to-[sracl 
line of spot-removers from England, 
called “Stain Devils." A devilishly 
clever concept, these are stain-re- 
movers made for specific purposes — 
in contrast to the all-purpose spot- 
removers usually seen on the local 
market.

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GOOSE LIVER and truffles may 
not be your idea of regular fare, but 
it's nice to know that you can get 
them if you want them, 

Thoughts of such delicacies came 
to mind recently when the Tel Aviv 
Hiften held an Israeli food festival. 
Those who may have imagined that 
such an event would feature humous 
und tehina were in for a big surprise. 

Truc, there were no truffles, but 
there was plenty of goose liver, nol 
to mention ya'ez, the cross between 
a goat and a gazelle, mullard, a 
cross-bred duck, and more prosaic 
fowl such as pigeons and quails. 

To learn a little more about food 
as sven through the cyes of the rich 
and the well-borm, J visited Ze'ev 
Friedman -- the man who could well 
be described as Israel's “Mr. Goose 
Liver" - at his plant, appropriately 
named Foie Gras, in Petah Tikva. 

‘Though it is across the street from 
un wedding palace, the factory is 1 bit 
of a disappointment for anyone who 
would expect such a gastronomic 
shrine to have an air of elegance. 
Though spotlessly clean, it i 
all, just a step or two up 
chicken flicker. 

‘The plant, and Israel's fledgling 
guose liver industry, were founded 
in 1950 by Fricdman's father who 
had been in the same business in 
Hungary. Today, Friedman said, Is- 
rac! exports 300 tons of goose liver a 
year, or 10 per cent of the world's 
consumption. He also sells the rest 
of the goose, ordinary duck and the 
cross-bred mullard duck and its 
liver, 

Friedman himself is just the sort 
of roly-poly character one would ex- 
pect to head a goose liver factory. 
When he was a boy, he recounts, he 
would take goose liver sandwiches 
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Haim Shapiro is 
in the mood 
for delicacies 


to school with him. 

The livers are normally graded A, 
B or C by a company expert, whose 
valuations are checked by the Agri- 
culture Ministry. But Friedman 
maintains that his own experts are 
better qualified and their judgment 
is respected throughout the world.

True, he admits, the grilling can 
cause the liver to shrink, but in his 
view, this is immaterial as the liver 
is, in any case, all fat. The grilled 
version ys all natural, he argues, and 
if anything. its flavour is a litle 
more concentrated. 

That view is all well and good if 
you happen to be in the goose liver 
business. Since, however, grade A 
gvose liver sells for NIS 90 a kilo ut 
Friedman's retail outlet near the Tel 
Aviv Central Bus Station, mast of us

Jerusalem's Mahane Yebuda for the 
astoundingly reasonable price of 
ΝΙΝ 20a kil.

THIS INTENSELY serious book 
contains one illustration, on its dust 
jacket: a photograph of an unidenti- 
fied, apparently Catholic prelate 
cordially shaking hands with ἃ smil- 
ing Adolf Hitler in front of two large 
swastikas, This offensive picture 
should not be taken as the message 
of this large book; the message is 
much more subtle. 

The Roman Catholic Church, al- 
ways respectful of the German state, 
never took to Nazism. Rightly, it 
sensed that Hitler's dictatorship dif- 
fered essentially from those of Mus- 
solini and Salazar and, later on, of 
Frunco and Pétain. With those, it got 
on handsomely. Nazism, however, 
was not traditionalist but totalita- 
rian, not even superficially respect- 
ful of Christianity but actually 
pagan. It was racist even more than it 
was nationalist. The religious uni- 
versalism of the Catholic und other 
Christian churches was contemp- 
tuously repudiated. The Jews, of 
course, represented all that Nazism 
despised and sought to eradicate. 

One of the themes which runs 
throughout the book concerns the 
several hundred thousand “Jewish 
Christians” all over Europe, who 
were Christians to themselves and 
the churches, but Jews to the Nazis 
and subject τὸ the treatment meted 
aut to Jews. If only on account of 
those ‘Jewish Christians," the pre- 
late in the photograph could not 
shake Hitler's hand wholeheartedly. 

The encounter between German 
Christianity and Nazism on the mat- 
ter of the Jews and the relations 
between German Christianity and 
Judaism during the Nazi cra cover no 
less than 20U pages. They constitute 
the core of this substantial collection 
of articles, which originated in an 
international conference held in 
Jerusalem in 1982. 

Paul Mendes-Flohr's fine article 
shows that ““Ambivalent Dialogue,” 
when there was any dialogue at all, 
was the rule throughout the era of 
Jewish participation in German cul- 
ture. Martin Buber hoped he had 
found the Christians who cot on 
genuine dialogue, but even the liber- 
8] Protestant theologians and scho- 
lars who accepted his invitation ex- 
Plicitly assumed the inferiority of 
Judaism to Christianity. 

It was considered an exceptional 
accomplishment for Jewish scholars 
to be invited to write articles about 
Judaism in an encyclopedia of reli- 
ion under Protestant auspices. 

ven there a missionary undertone 
existed. Modern Jewish studies, cre- 
ated by German Jewish scholars, 
were ignored at the German univer- 
Sities, until some of the newer uni- 
versities under Weimar appointed a 
few of these scholars. 

This refusal to concede religious 
equality or even respect to Judaism 
led to the attitudes of the churches 
during the mortal crisis. Most of 
Germany was Lutheran and, as de- 
scribed by the English historian 
Richard Gutteridge, the case of the 
Jews was probably simpler for the 
Lutherans than it was for the Catho- 
lics, These Lutherans fervently en- 
dorsed German nationalism and 
served the state with devotion. 


During the first years of the Hitler 
Tegime, its emphasis upon “German 
values” and its anti-Semitism grati- 
fied many pastors. However, 
Lutherans were put on their mettle 
when an explicitly Nazi German 
church was set up in 1934. Its racism 
tecalled the fundamentals: could a 
Christian in Germany worship the 
Jew Jesus? Were Jews who turned 
Christian still Jews, as Nazi racism 
insisted? ‘Could Jewish-Christian

people were shocked by the specta- 
cle of Kristallnacht in 1938. Except 
for protecting “Jewish Christians" 
and occasional aid to Jews, they 
were quiet until World War ΠῚ was 
well advanced, when one previously 
compliant Lutheran, Bishop Theo- 

hil Wurm, protested courageously 
but uselessly to the Nazi rulers 
against the mass killings. 


LIKE THE LUTHERANS, the 
Catholics in Germany cultivated 
their institutional garden and signed 
a Concordat with the Nazi govern- 
ment, hoping to be left alone by a 
regime they mistrusted. However, as 
an ancient international institution, 
the church's very existence was dis- 
agreeable to the Nazis. 

R. Lill shows that before 1933 the 
Centre Party of organized Catholic- 
ism opposed anti-Semitism, but 
Bavarian Catholicism as well as indi- 
vidual Catholic voices were hostile. 
Yet the Archbishop of Munich, Car- 
dinal Faulhaber, no philo-Semite, 
assailed racial anti-Semitism from 
his pulpit as earlyas 1934. 

Konrad Repgen, a Catholic pro- 
fessing himself a mere “historian of 
the profane,” side-steps such ques- 
tions as guilt, alg oped and respon- 
sibility because, he says, they are 
undefined in the terminology of 
historians. But historiography has 
no terminology of its own like econo- 
mics or sociology, and moral cate- 
gories anyhow lie beyond the scope 
of professional definitions. History 
uses plain words with plain mean- 
iags, and moral judgments are impli- 
cit in ordinary language. 3 

Professor Repgen cannot wait for 

rofessional definitions before com- 
ing to grips with moral issues. He 
argues that genocide occurred nol 
mainly because of anti-Semitism, 
which existed in many countries, but 
on account of totalitarianism, which 
made it possible. The “deliberate 


" 


acts of murder" during World War IL 
were “first committed against the 
mentally diseased and the Poles, 
then (my emphasis) the Jews. The 
Catholie Church was threatened 
with a ‘final solution’ next.” 

There is a subtle indecency here. 
The murder of mentally deficient 
Germans was halted after massive 
protests by their families and the 
German churches, The treatment of 
the Poles was the worst of any con- 
quered nation, amounting to mass 
enslavement, But the murder of the 
Jews began promptly with the war, 
and they were never “next.” Murder 
camps Were only the final step from 
1942, after squads of killers and 
planned disease and starvation had 
put to death hundreds of thousands 
of Jews. Murdering all the Jews was 
a central German war aim. To sug: 
gest that the Catholic Church would 
have undergone the same fate fol- 
lowing the Jews is pitiful special 
pleading. 

Professor Repgen regards his 
church as standing outside the events 
and beyond the ideologies surround- 
ing it. The late Hermann Greive, 
replying, questions whether the 
Catholic Church remained un- 
affected by Nazism, if only, he sug- 
gests, in order to retain its faithful -- 
as it indeed succeeded in doing. 
Repgen’s study is informative on the 
politics of the hierarchy, and his 
division of the Nazi-Catholic rela- 
tions into four periods is useful, if 
rather mechanical. Greive is more 
realistic in regarding the church as an 
institutional bastion apart from Naz- 
ism, but by no means a beacon of 
ideological dissent. 


TWO ISRAELI SCHOLARS add 
less churchly perspectives. The late 
Urie! Tal demonstrates how forms of 
thought, feeling and expression 
rooted in tradition and religion were 
transferred to politics in order to 
remake Germans in the Nazi Aryan 
image. This was the “Consecration 
of Politics in the Nazi Era” and it 
meant that politics was a species of 
religion, ase that traditional religion 
had to be thrust aside. . 
Otto Dov Kutka descends from 
the heights of hierarchies and 
theological argument to “Populur 
Christian Attitudes in the Third 
Reich" regarding the Nazi trealment 
of the Jews. He draws on frank 
internal reports to headquarters 
from local Nazi rulers and secret 
police. Kutka finds some open dis- 


sent from anti-Semitic measures, but 
the deportation of German Jews met 
with nearly inexplicable apathy and 
inattention, Perhaps they avoided 
knowing what they did not have to 
Sec with their eyes? Perhaps the 
Germans simply lost interest in the 
Jews as the strains of war became 
constantly more severe? 

The chapters on Germany possess 
high scholarly merit. They sum up 
and add to the mountain of research 
onthe subject which has been under- 
taken in post-Nazi Germany. 

Similarly, two chapters un the 
Jews and French Christianity in the 
face of Nazism are the work of two 
important scholars in the field. 
Michael Marrus’s clear and incisive 
chapter an the French churches 
shows how the Catholics’ view of the 
Jews had changed since the time of 
the Dreyfus affair, Yet almost all 
Catholics welcomed the pro- 
Catholic conservatism of the Vichy 
regime. Even the Jews, as a defen- 
sive move, wanted to identify Jewish 
values with the conservative values 
of Vichy. AL were soon chisilli 
stoned, once the departition of the

‘The chapters on Eastern Europe 
deal in forthright fashion with the 
varied reactions of the churches 
there. Z. Zielinski presents a pain- 
staking list of religious houses which 
hid Jews in Poland, drawing on an 
imposing number of Polish disserta- 
tions on the subject, many of them 
by Catholic clergy. Shmuel Kra- 
kowski cautiously but incisively 
questions the idyllic conclusions 
which Prof. Ziclinski would like to 
draw from his data. 

On an altogether different level, 
we encounter the efforts at Jewish- 
Christian cooperation on the part of 
the British churches. However, one 
wonders whether Richard Gutter- 
idge does not leave aside nagging 
questions of anti-Semitism and the 
failure of Christian British statesmen 
to come forward with help. Armin 
Boyens cites the eloquent words and 
inadequately funded aid to Jews by 
the World Council of Churches, 
whose efforts were crippled by the 
failure of its fund-raising in Amer- 
ica. While Prof. Boyens mentions 
the WCC’s greeting to the new State 
of Israe! in 1948, he has somehow 
forgotten the council's call to the 
Jews in 1946 to convert, when (he 
ashes of the Holocaust were still 
warm. Both in the WCC and the 
English Protestant bodies there was 
acurrent which saw it as a Christian 
obligation to evangelize hiding and 
fleeing Jews who received aid from 
them. ω 

Long as this review is, it still 
cannot cover all the contributions. 
Veteran tsracli historians Shmuel 
Ettinger and Jacob Katz discuss with 
discerament the secular and reli- 
gious bases of anti-Semitism in 
Europe during the last few centuries. 
R.J.Z. Werblowsky brings the dis- 
cussion up τὸ the present by tren- 
chantly treating anti-Semitism in 
Arab and Third World Christianity, 
alongside the flaccid response ta it 
by Western Christianity. if the 
book's 558 pages are hol enough, 
one might want to read about 
Jewish-Christian relations during 
the Nazi era in Switzerland and 
Scandinavin, where there is a tale to 
be told. o

THE UPSURGE in interest and 
literary activity in the field of Rabbi- 
nics - Talmud, Elalacha etc. - largely 
resulls from the establishment 40 
years ago of the State of Israel. It led 
to an historically unprecedent 
efflorescence of Tora studies, both 
in numberless old and new yeshivot 
and in the Judaica departments of 
universities, in Israel and the Di- 
aspora. 


There is little recognition of, let 
alone gratitude for, this fact among 
the old-established Talmud schools.

revelation with that of development, 
figures prominently in Lewittes's ti- 
Ue and throughout his exposition. 

, There is, in this reviewer's apin- 
ion, a limit to the rationalization of 
this principle of a double revelation — 
written and oral — which is more a 
teligious hypothesis, an article of 
faith, than a historically verifiable 
fact. This is a problem to which 
Saadia Gaon, Judah Halevy, 
Maimonides and other Jewish philo- 
sophers, medieval and modem, have 
devoted much sotid but not always 


clinching argument. Lewittes’s 
effort has not escaped this dilemma. 

The rationality of Halacha - and 
of Judaism in general — is further 
bedevilled by the undercurrent of 
Kabbala and its mystical, by defini- 
tion irrational, lore. This has its 
roots deep in the written Tora — 
Exodus 33: 12-23 bears witness to 
this fact — in many talmudic pas- 
sages, in ga’onic literature, and 
grows stronger after the publication 
of the Zohar in the 13th century and, 
above all, with the inroads of 
Lurianic Kabbala from the t6th cen- 
tury onward. The author does, of 
course, deal with this aspect of Jew- 
ish spirituality and its increasing 
dominance in Halacha and Jewish 
life, and he points to a number of 
rabbinic authorities who have tried, 
not very successfully, to resist this 
powerful trend. 

Though the Tora asserts it and 
tradition has reaffirmed It, there

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temains a gap which only faith can 
bridge, and thus it is affirmed in the 
famous version of Maimonides's 
Thirteen Articles — “1 believe with 
perfect faith..." 

Rabbi Lewittes takes us on a not 
easy walk through the maze of rabbi- 
nic authorities and their contribu- 
tions to the development of 
Halacha, generation after genera- 
tion, world-wide Sephardi-oriental 
and Ashkenazi-European to the pre- 
sent day. The majestic sweep of this 
historic movement emerges convin- 
cingly, based on the encyclopedic 
reading of the author, both Jewish 
and general, 


HAVING acknowledged this, it may 
be in order to point out some errors 
and omissions, unavoidable in a 
study of this scope. The description 
of the Tanna Shimon who arranged 
the Eighteen Benedictions 
(Ber.28b) as ha-kapuil refers not toa 
locality but to his trade as a cotton 
worker or dealer. The short Pen- 
tateuch commentary of Jacob b. 
Asher (Ba'al ba-Turim), replete 
with fanciful gimatriot, and found in 
many Pentateuch editions, is only a 
small part of a larger commentary 
printed more recently. Jonathan 
Eybenschuetz's Krethi u-Plethi is a 
two-fold commentary on the Yoreh 
De'ah part of the Shulchan Aruch. In 
mentioning N.Z.Y. Berlin (the Net- 
ziv), reference should have been 
made to his important Pentateuch 
commentary Ha'amek Davar. Jacob 
Ettlinger, the important German 
19th century posek, teacher of S.R. 
Hirsch and E. Hildesheimer, and 
author of the Aruch ha-Ner novellae 
and ae Zion responsa, is mis- 
sing and so are Hildesheimer’s Re- 
Sponsa Rabbi Ezriel. The same is 
true of the Yemenite, Solomon Ade- 
ni’s (16th-17th cent.) Mishna com- 
mentary Melekhet Shlomoh and 
David Pardo’s (18th cent., Italy) 
work, comprising the most impor- 
tant Tosephta commentary before - 
Saul Liebermann. Mention should 
have been made of Julius Preuss’s 
Biblisch-Talmudische Medizin, now 
also avaitable in English. So is now 
Z.H. Chajhes Introduction to thie 


Talmud in Jacob Shachter’s edition, 
Among the great Musar yeshivot, 
Tels and Ponivesh should not have 
been omitted. And however impor- 
tant J.H. Weiss's Dor Dor ve. 
Dorshov may be, profound it is not 
as demonstrated by Isaac Halevy's 
withering criticism in his Dorot he 
Rishonim, 


LEWITTES BETRAYS, through- 
out his study, a healthy sense of 
criticism. He questions convincingly 
the mistaken idea of a static 
Halacha, and stresses the process of 
development and the impact of 


* changed conditions, particularly in 


the field of medical Halacha. The 
most important, even revolutionary, 
change is that of the emergence of 
the State of Israel, of a sovereign 
Jewish nation in its own historical 
country. The author bemoans the 
refusal of rabbinic authorities to rec- 
ognize this historic fact, and to come 
to terms with it. This immobilism is 
perhaps not so universal as it may 
appear but is certainly a blight in our 
teligious life, which rabbis of Lewit- 
tes’ type — and there are many of 
them of Western, academic back- 
grounds -- can do little to change. 

_ Much blame attaches to the nega- 
tive spirit fostered in the older yeshi- 
vot towards modernity in general, 
and Zionism and the State in particu- 
lar. Yet the opinion of the gedolei 
ha-Tora are decisive and indispensi- 
ble, and, while individually and pri- 
vately they may recognize the need 
for change, collectively they won't. 
To use, perhaps somewhat 
iets fi a well-known adage:

On a stage 
tour in England in 1981, and dying, 
Grahame collapsed and spent a 
week recovering in the Liverpool 
family home of a former lover, the 
minor British actor Pete Turner. 

Turner apparently feels this mi- 
nor episode justified his writing of a 
book entitled Fllm Stars Don’t Die 
in Liverpool by Pete Turner (Grove 
Press, $7.95). It is a totally pointless 
account of the care that Turner's 
bewildered Mum and other mem- 
bers of his family gave the dying 
Grahame.

up, Phyllis Gates did not go to 
Fiollywo in search of fame. But 
according to My Husband, Rock 
Hudson, by Phyilis Gates and Bob 
Thomas (Doubleday, $16.95), that 
didn’t stop the tinseltown dream 
machine from chewing her up and 
siting her out when it needed a 
fall-gal. 

As the title suggest, Gates’s claim 
to fame was due solely to her brief 
marringe to Rock Hudson in the 
1950s. This account was written af- 
ter Hudson's death of Aids three 
years ago exposed this macho screen 
star's life-long homosexuality. The 
book fanned public curiosity about 
the reasons for Hudson's marriage. 

Gates reveals she learned too late 
that her marriage to Hudson had 
been arranged by his manipulative 
agent, Henry Willson, in order to 
stave off a threat by Confidential 
magazine to expose Hudson's gay 
escapades. However, another re- 
cent biography suggests thet Gates 
may not have been quite so unaware 
of the true sexual nature of her 
husband. ae 

In fact, there's plenty.in this book 
to suggest she either blinded herself 
to Hudson’s sexuality, or chooses

THE BIOGRAPHY of the famous 
burlesque stripper Tempest Storm, 
The Lady Is A Vamp by Tempest 
Storm with Bill Boyd (Peachtree 
Publishers, $15.95), is termed on the 
back cover “a tale as touching as itis 
titillating.” 

“Touch” and “tit” are certainly 
operative words here, but so are 
raunchy and pathetic. Born Annie 
Blanche Banks to a poor Georgia 
sharecropping family, Storm was 
gang-raped at the age of 15 by five 
focal hooligans. This incident seems 
to have imposed an unfortunate pat- 
tern in her life, where sex is seen 
mainly as a means either of using 
men or of being used by them. 

It secmed perfectly natural to her 
to utilize her awesome natural en- 
dowments as a life-long source of 
financial support. Along the way 
were a failed marriage, a stormy 
relationship with her only child, and 
brief romances with Mickey Roo- 
ney, Nat King Cole, Englebert 
Humperdinck and Elvis Presley. 

Storm does have o real story ta 
tell, but it's certainly not found in 
this laundry list of her former lovers. 
Surely her sordid experiences have 
left deeper scars on her psyche that 
are evident here, Perhaps, for the 
first time in her life, Tempest Storm 
is covering something up. 


THE QUEEN of all tragic show-biz 
beauties is of course Marilyn Mon- 
roe, 50 it's fitting that the one worth- 
while book in this bunch deals with 
the rise and fall of Norma Jeane 
Baker, Marilyn, by Gloria Steinem 
(Gollancz, £19.95), is a thoughtful, 
well-written meditation on Hofly- 
wood's ultimate sex-symbol, by a 
woman who ironically has spent 
niuch of her life debunking the cli- 
chés of female sexual quintessence 
that Monroe embodied. 

Steinem's status as one of the 


founders of the women's lib move- - 


ment lends credence to her analysis 
of the way Monroe was buffeted by, 
and unsuccessfully fought back 
against, the social pressures that 
shaped and ultimately helped de- 
stroy her. She is particularly sharp in 
her psychological insights into the 
star, such as her comment that 
“Marilyn's 12 or 13 abortions testify

Steinem rightly scorns the puerile 
macho fantasies projected on Mon- 
roe by Norman Mailer and other 
male biographies, but ultimately the 
author herself seems guilty of some 
psychological. projection.

EXCEPT IN some kibbutzim, 
the Passover Seder marches on 
unchanged, with participants 
taking particular delight in the 
comfort of familiar tradition. 

Contemporary seder plates, 
with their compartments or 
bowls for the egg, bitter herbs 
and other symbolic foods, ma 
look different from earlier mod- 
els but, as can be seen here, the 
more they change, the more 
they remain the same. 

Atright is a beautiful example 
of silver repoussé work from 
19th-century Central Europe de- 


signed to hold just the bitter 


herbs. It is decorated with lions, 
eagles, doves, dogs and hinds in 
a manner not far removed from 
the motifs painted on contempo- 
raneous wooden synagogues. 
At centre, below, is a 19th- 
century French matza plate with 
scones from the Haggada trans- 
ferred to the porcelain via a 
screen-print process; the cap- 
tions are in French and Hebrew.

LOUIS MALLE is a neat, dap- 
per man, alert. valuble and articu- 
Inte as only a French intellectual 
knows how to he. Strangely enough, 
he chose to stay with the French 


ambassador here, something of an 
exception in French artistic cireles, 
always anxious to play up their anti- 
establishment stands. Malle howev- 
er, is a scion of the grand bourgeai- 
sie, Which means he was bred in a 
milliew that took both money and 
power for geunted. Staying with an 
ambassador is like visiting family. 
Historically, he is ane of the 
founding fathers of the Fiench New 
Wave, probably the singke most im- 
Pert postwar cinema evolution in 
the workl. A group of determined 
and very angry young nen, most af 
them journalists dipping their pens 
WwW pute ν 1. set thenteelves the 
Foal al teauing apart the old and 


tired film system of their country 
and shocking it out of its lethargy. 
Unlike most critics, these ones 
weren't satisfied to tell others what 
Was wrong with their work; they 
asked nothing better than a chance 
to show how to de it right. And, 
astonishing as it may seem, they 
really did. Once Truffaut, Rohmer, 
Chabrol and Godard switched their 
poison pens for cameras, the French 
cinema changed completely. Over- 
night, it was the liveliest, most in- 
spiring and most challenging cinema 
in the warld. 

Louis Malle was part of itall. Asa 
matter of fact. he is chronologically 
the first of the Young Turks, as they 
were referred to at the time, who 
Managed to put together a feature 
film. And what a film! Ascensceur 
pour L’Echafaud (“Lift to the Scal- 
fold") was a perfect psychological 
thnlter, and example of the small- 
budget. intelligent, well-knit picture 
the New Wave directors so admired 
the Americans for doing, and yet 
French to the lingertips. [15 success 
was an indication that France could 
have its own B pictures, “the kind of 
pictures made for litte money, in 
which it's not the story that is impor-- 
fant, it’s (he way the director treats 
it,” to use Malle’s own words. 

He wns, in a sense, a pioncer,-a 
flag-bearer, but somehow he was 
never quite assimilated with the 
test, never 3 part of the Cahiers da 
Cinéma team, that famous publica- 
tion maunting barricades for every 
fiend, even when wroag, anct blast.

The effrontery wasn’t all Malle’s; 
after all he had used a sort of cult 
classic by Raymond Queneau, who 
brought the use of vulgar street lan- 
guage to a fine art. 

By now, everybody had got the 
message loud and clear. Malle was a 
pro, a reliable filmmaker, young but 
not a fanatic like some of his trou- 
blesome friends. True, he picked 
Strange subjects, but at least he 
seemed to know what he was doing. 

The following pictures kept up the 
promise. If Le Feu Follet was a 
grim apology for suicide which many 
people couldn't stand, at least it gat 
prizes in Venice. In Le Souffle au 
Coeur, a Parisian mother introduces 
her son to sex, and the gossip col- 
umns, always eager for a juicy-mor- 
scl, immediately suspected it was 
Malle’s own story, and whit a jouse 
he was to tell it in public.

And 
he is fully conscious of this. 

“I was looking around me without 
any complacency and trying to ana- 
lyse what I saw in my own way.” It 
so happened that the one subject he 
seemed to follow constantly at that 
time - “the individual at odds with 
society was often the theme of my 
films” — was well suited for a survey 
of the country that puts the individ- 
ual’s right to privacy on a pedestal. 

But one can't really live in Ameri- 
ca without developing some social 
consciousness, and Malle didn’t es- 
cape it. Neither in his documenta- 
ries, nor in the last feature film he 
made there, Alamo Bay, in which he 
painted an unpleasant picture of a 
small fishing community turning 
racist when cheap Vietnamese la- 
bour became available. 

The Americans, who considered 
his other efforts in their country 
rather nice, exotic studies, rejected 
him once he tried to tell them what 
was right and what was wrong. He 
wasn’t an observer any more: he 
took sides, the kind of side the ma- 
jority didn't like. The result, the 
film was a flop, and Malle's Ameri- 
can dream was beginning to get 
Tusty at the edges. 

Another movie he made, Crack- 
ers, “a catastrophic experience in 
every sense of the word,” as he puts 
it, was a rare attempt to be just ἃ 
technician. :

Jest in English 


SO YOU'RE a committed theatre- 
goer, but trying to keep up with 
rapid-fire Hebrew dialogue is too 
much like work? If you lack the time 
and/or money to travel to London or 
New York for the season, and 
you're not about to give up the the- 
atre for the cinema, then consider 
the Fourth Annual English Drama 
Festival, to be held in Jerusalem 
next Sunday, Monday and Tuesday. 

The sponsors are Miley (Centre 
for Advancement of Amateur Dra- 
ma in Israel), Jest (Jerusalem En- 
pa Speke Theatre), the Nurit 

tzir Centre, and the Jerusalem 
municipality. 

The festival will present a series of 
one-act plays performed by English- 
language theatre groups from Israel 
and abroad, The advantage of one- 
act plays is that “they are concise 
with ἃ sharp build-up and a direct 
dialogue. Like minimalist art, they 
pack a lot into a little,” said Shai 
Bar-Ya'acov, director of two of the 
festival's offerings. “The plot is es- 
tablished through many small situa- 
tions rather than through a linear 
development.” 

“The fact that each group is pre- 
senting a one-act play is a sign of our 
dramatic advancement,” says Shel- 


don Klimist, an organizer of the fes- 
tival, co-founder of Jest and produc- 
er of its festival entry. “In previous 
years, we asked each of the partici- 
Pants to perform a segment from 
one of the plays they had staged 
during that year. Now we're asking 
that each put on an entire play.” 

Are there any dominant themes 
which will emerge during the festi- 
val? “The two plays which I am 
directing — Reasonable Circulation 
and Lunch Girls — deal with the 
centrality of the telephone in our 
lives,” continued Bar-Ya’acov. 

In Reasonable Circulation, four 
clerks sit in a New York office trying 
to do their jobs, while at the same 
time discussing their persona! affairs 
on the office telephones which are in 
constant use. The office work is all 
but forgotten until the return of the 
boss brings them crashing back to 
the mundane reality of their lives. 

“The telephone becomes a sym- 
bol of each person's isolation. In- 
stead of developing relationships 
with each other in the office, they 
would rather communicate with the 
outside world. In the finale all four 
are talking at the same time, drown- 
ing out each other.” 

Similarly, Lunch Girls, the Jest

“The more their lives get bogged 
down, the more essential becomes 
the lifeline which the telephone re- 
presents,” says the director. "In the 
end, they never manage to get to- 
gether for junch, which suggests 
that, in a perverse way, the tele- 
phone fulfills their needs." Through 
the countless conversations, the au- 
dience discovers who is having an 
affair with whose husband, and 
which two women are having un uf- 
fair with cach other. 

All of the participants belong to 
amateur theatre. “We would prefer 
to be known as community theatre, 
because of the negative connota- 
tions of ‘amateur,’ δ᾽ said Klimist. 
“But what counts in the final analy- 
sis is quality, and we're getting bet- 
ter all the time.” 

“We're progressing rather well. 
Financially we're solvent, and even 
have a storage area filled with stage 
designs and costumes," said Inez 
Klimist, co-founder and producer of 
Jest. 

The chicf characteristic of ama- 
teur theatre is that all the actors 
have full-time concerns elsewhere. 
“One of the biggest challenges is to 
get everyone together for regular 
rehearsals,” said Bar-Ya'ncov. 

There is an ironic similarity be- 
tween the women in Lunch Girls 
having difficulty arranging a lun- 
cheon date suitable for all, and the 
actresses arranging an appropriate 
time to rehearse. Could this be an- 
other blatant example of life follow- 
ing art?

] use the word “work” advisedly, 
because Grossman, author of the 
best-selling The Yellow Wind, for all 
his superficial charm, here hardly 
achieves a proper play. Nonethe- 
less, this projection of infancy, Is- 
racli-style, makes for a singular 
show. Set up by a classic director of 
comedy, designed inventively to 
give kinetic scale and underfoot ae 
port (the last scene, with its Gulli- 
ver-sized props), displays outstand- 
ing and witty technique.

Shmuelov's silken Danush, Orna 
Rottenberg’s Rachel deloused, 


Bruria Albeck's predat 
Along with Dove Reiser, 
Amit, Sheri Litzchi, Rami Hez- 
kyehu and Michael] Koresh, they 
work unsparingly to uchieve the 
quality of verisimilitude on which 
the action rests. 

Here, however, the-cats imitate 
the kittens. Their souls still show 
through the bady form and the face 
exactly as the textbooks prescribe. 
But it is just this excellence that 
undermines the author's concept. 
For when all is said and done, the 
human soul has a vaster potential 
for good and evil than a cat's. Hu- 
man nature comprehends a range of 
sorrow, suffering and catastrophe, 
wider than can be contained in the 
confines of a gan like Rikki’s. 


THIS IS A TRUTH realized in art 
with many great writers using chil- 
dren to point profound significance. 

In 1916, Franz Wedekind's Spring 
Awakening (stil! playing at the 
Khan) used a classroom of adoles- 
cents to strike a blow for freedom 
from the sexual taboos of his time. 

Roger Vitrac’s 1924 surrealist 
farce Victor ou Les Enfants au Pou- 
voir (Power to the Children) invest- 
ed adult intelligence in a nine-year- 
old to expose the iniquities of his 


parents. (There must be many who, _ 


like me, remember Habimah's Tova 
Pardo and Cameri's Oded Teomi 
playing this in the old Ohel.) 

To crown them all, in 1955 came 
William Golding’s book, Lord of 
the Flies, a modem myth in which a 
children’s adventure story on a coral 
island translates into a universal 
statement on mankind with a pessi- 
mistic twist regarding the ultimate 
human condition. 

Grossman claims that his Gan 
Rikki, too, is an allegory for the 
human condition reduced to its most 
emotionally, intellectually, morally, 
and physically deprived level. 

His intention, he asserts, is to il- 
lustrate how many emerge into 
adulthood internalizing an arrested 
infancy. Their torments and humili- 
ations are on a par with those of the 
budding human beings portrayed in 
his play. 

ere goes the father of the man, 
he seems to infer, in all his impo- 
tence and imperfection. If you can- 
not pity him, at least feel compas- 
sion and respect for his failings. 

Personally, I did not and cannot. 
It was the definess of the direction, 
the virtuosity of the actors that 
alone moved mc to momentary em- 
pathy with these kiddie characters 
who, although they were cute, full 
of fantasy and even suggestive of 
menace, could hardly compel any 
such significant life vision, let alone

Scarcely had their delicate 
pink and white petals -- as beautiful 
in my opinion as Japanese cherry 
blossoms - opened, than they were 
blasted and shattered by the icy 
winds. This will result in a seanty 
pba this year, since most 
trees did not get properly pollinat- 
ed. But the Judas Gena splendid; 
in the Jerusalem hills and the Gali- 
Ice they are a mass of rosy blossom, 
far more lavish than in the past few 
years. 

. The ground is a blanket of pink 
and while cyclamen, their large, 
marbled green leaves almost as dec- 
orative as the flowers. There are 
scads of anemones, red in the Jeru- 
salem hills and in the south, but in a 
fange of reds, pinks, purples, pale 
lavenders and white with lavender 
centres in the Galilee. They vie for 
attention with the ranunculi in red 
and here and there in yellow, and 
with the burgeoning field Poppies, 
Some hillsides in the Lachish area 
are as red as Flanders fields. 

The lupins are already in full 
bloom in the Negev but just budding 
in the Galilec, but the varieties of 
lilies are in full bloom everywhere as

There was another project he had 
in mind, this one with William Hurt, 
but he suddenly felt an urge to drop 
everything else, return to France, 

and do Au Revoir les Enfants. 


RACISM IS another subject which 
obviously disturbs Malle deeply. “It 
is something I find very difficult to 
understand. It is always possible to 
explain it away using economic or 
cultural arguments, but not when 
one faces the cold-blooded decision 
of the Nazis to annihilate an entire 
le.” 
aa made Au Revoir les Enfants 
because the tragedy of a boy his own 
age being sent to an extermination 
camp purely because he was Jewish, 
has always troubled him. He even 
said once that it may have had some- 
thing to do with his decision to be- 
come a filmmaker, in order to be 
able, one day, when he felt himself 
in complete command of his profes- 
sion, to tell this story properly. 
“Once | went to work on it,” he 
said, “it was absolutely clear to me: 


that [ had to make this film in the 
simplest and inmost subdued manner. 
“The subject itself could lend it- 
self too easily to sentimental effu- 
sions, could become a tearjerker, 
therefore the greatest austerity was 
essential to tell properly this story of 
a boy who discovers the meaning of 
intolerance, fanaticism and racism, 
who faces the unbearable violence 
reigning in the adult world.” 


He rejects the iden that he had 
timed the film to fit into the topical 
French subjects of the day -- the 
extreme Rightist Le Pen, North Af- 
rican immigration and the Barbie 
trial, but he is happy to see the film 
has done its part in the present 
circumstances. 


The conversation at this point has 
to touch upon Israel and the con- 
stant fear of another Holocaust that 
has determined so much of its policy. 


“I am afraid there are some very 
good reasons for Israel to worry,” 
says Malle. “It seems that dialogue 
in this part of the world is eon 
difficult. I can imagine the anguis! 


of facing an adversary who opts for 
the mast extreme measures; al the 
same time, [ realize the anguish of 
being an Arab in this country. 

“Frankly, it seems inconceivable 
to me that for racial or religious 
reasons, people are not able to find 
a solution and tive together. | know 
history proves me wrong,. this has 
happened many times. I have no 
solution. One can only hope that 
one will be found.” 

Malle has not been in [srael for 
over 30 years. The last time, in 1957, 
he was trying to make Arthur Koest- 
ler’s Thieves in the Night into a film, 
but couldn’t find a producer willing 
to invest in it. 

“T felt this was a very lucid book 
about the futuro problems of Isracl, 
and I believe many of the predic- 
tions proved to be accurate. [ was 
fascinated hy the book. 

“f spent a whole month here. It 
could have been my first film. But it 
wasn't. The project was put aside 
and as so often happens, 1 never 
took it up again. Now 1 understand 

it has been donc.” 


Indeed, last year German TV made 
a series out of Koestler's book, 


AFTER 10 YEARS in America, 
Maile is now back in France. Not 
entirely, however. 

“I don't really know exactly 
where 1 belong these days,” he says, 
which is only natural since his wife, 
actress Candice Bergen and their 
daughter live in the U.S. But he also 
accepts now he is a product of 
French culture, that his roots are in 
Europe and he must continue mak- 
ing films where his roots are. 

He has no illusions about the in- 
dustry he works in. “Americans are 
in it for money and measure every- 
thing by it. In France I guess they 
are the same, but at least they pre- 
tend to be more concefned about 
the cultural aspects, and the author 
is at least better protected by law.” 

He has no illusions about stars 
either, und he should know. He has 
worked with some of the biggest and 
even handled Moreau and Bardot 
together in one picture (Viva 
Maria). 


“You have to worry constantly 
about their egos; stars are insecure 
and frightened people who need to 
be constantly reassured, who are 
afraid to do unything that might 
harm their image, and this is not 
easy for a person like me, who likes 
to work in the simplest and most 
direct fashion." 


For several years now he hits 
stayed away from them. It is nut a 
question of principle, he says, it is 
simply that in his Jatest films, a star's 
personality and identity would have 
harmed the result. 


But of one thing he is now certain. 
After Au Revoir fes Enfants, le has 
discovered the satisfaction of speak- 
ing in the first person singutar. From 
new on, he wants to go on in the 
same way. The man who preferred 
to put anything but himself on the 
screen is finally about to reven! 
himself. 

To what extent remains to be 
seen. In Tel Aviv, Matle was still 
saying life comes first; cinema is 
only second. oO

“WHITE SQUARE,” Dani Kara- 
van’s sculptural environment, re- 
cently dedicated to the founding fa- 
thers of Tel Aviv, stands 
majestically atop the Edith Wolfson 
Park at the castern boundary of the 
city. Karavun, a native son (his fa- 
ther, Avraham, was a landscape ar- 
chitect for the Tel Aviv municipal- 
ity), has estublished an international 
reputation with “site-specific” envi- 
ronnients. From several temporary 
projects, installed at the Venice 
Biennale (1976), Kassel's Docu- 
menti (1977) and the Tel Aviv Mu- 
scum, Karavan has gone on to in- 
stall permanent works at the 
Belvedere in Florence, Cologne's 
Museumplatz and a three-kilometre 
architectural “support axis” at 
Cergy-Pointuise, a satellite city of 
Paris. Karavan is now completing a 
major sculptural environment at 
South Korea's Olympic Village. 
Although Karavan’s Negey Mon- 
utnenl, Knesset wail relief and sev- 
eral smaller projects dot the local 
landscape, “White Square” is a per- 
fect manifestation of his defined and 
mature geometric style. Revolving 
around recurting motifs of architec- 
tonic volumes and linear coordi- 
hales, Karavan’s works attain their 
individuality by being integrated 
into their respective surroundings in 
which existing landmarks and the 
natural elements of light, wind and 
watcr arc harnessed to incroase the 
site's compositional intensity and 
ensuing social meaning. Human in- 
teraction with the sculptural ambi- 
ence is a key factor. Using visuat

JUST TEN years ago this month Eli 
Gulbaher, an franian-bom, Ger- 
man-trained economist, opened the 
Gimel Gallery in Jerusalem and 
quickly proved that the size of a 
gallery has little to do with its impor- 
tance, Within a few years the Gimel 
(named of course for the capital let- 
ter of the owner's name), became 
the only venue to consistently pro- 
mote post-modernism in the Capi- 
tal. It was a hard row to hoe, for 
much of what the Gimel had to show 


was experimental and unsellable, or’ 


the sort of installation that rarely 
found its way into the home of a 
collector. Further, some of the Gi- 
mel stable who do so well today 
were then just bopiaelns to find 
their feet. But Gulbaher persisted, 
himself learning as he went along, as 
all gallery owners and dealers do, 
His shows got better and better, de- 
spite his often taking a flyer with a 
very young artist not yet ready to 
exhibit.

States. 


THE DREAMERS - An historical 
pageant rather than a drama about young 
Jewish intellectuals disenchanted with 
Western civilization after WWI, who 
come to Palestine to start a new kind of 
society, and their confrontation with the 
Arabs and with the harsh realities of the 
country. The aim is to show that Jewish 
and Arab fanatics are equally to blame 
for the antagonism between the two 
nations.

First part of Claude 
Berri’s adaptation of Murcel Pagnol's 
novel, remarkably performed by Yves 
Montund, Gerard Depardieu and Daniet 
Auteuil. The kind of movie to please 
everybody. 


THE LAST EMPEROR - The life of 
China's last Emperor, Pu Yi, and 
through the drastic changes made by the 
biggest nation on earth from being the 
most absolutist monarchy to becoming an 
equally extremist proletarian dicta- 
lorship. A breathtaking visual experi- 
ence, the result of combined efforts by 
director Bernardo Bertolucci, camera- 
man Vittorio Storaro, art director Ferdi- 
nando Scarfiotti and costume designer 
James Acheson, the real stars of this 
movie. John Lone plays Pu Yi and Joan 
Chen is stunningly beautiful as his wife 
Wan Jung. All locations are shot in 
China, including the legendary Forbid- 
den City, out of bounds until recently to 
all foreigners. 


MAID TO ORDER ~ Cinderella tale in 
reverse, asspolled Beverly Hills heiress is 
turned into chambermaid until she tearns 
better manners.
